Interesting Information on 
Stock Exchange. 



Last evening the Political Economy 
Club .got away to a flying start at 
the first meeting of the year. The 
Economists gathered 4n the smoking 
room of the Arts Building, about 40 
in number. The President, Mr. S. 
D . Pierce, was in the chair, and open- 
ed the meeting with a few well-chos- 
en remarks. He outlined the aims 
of the club and welcomed those près 
ent, particularly the new men. The 
minutes of the last meeting held in 
March, were read by the Secretary, 
Mr. Van Vlict, and adopted by the 
meeting. At this stage the members 
partook of delicious refreshments 
provided by the kindness of Dr, 
Hemmcon. After everyone had taken 
sufficient coffee to keep them awake 
for the evening, the president called 
for a few words from Dr. -Hemmeon, 
and later Dr Viner, one of the foun- 
ders of the club, gave a short sketch 
of Us inception. 

Following Dr. Vincr's remarks, the 
president called on Mr. F. O. Peter 
son, the speaker of the evening, to 
talk on the subject of the Stock Ex 
change. Mr. Peterson handled his 
subject in a very able manner, show 
ing a thorough knowledge of his sub 
jeet, and he is to be congratulated 
for his excellent work. 

The speaker started . his treatment 
of the subject by giving a short his 
tory of the origin of the Stock Ex 
change, and the need for the elabora- 
tion of its machinery. 

The principle of trading began be- 
fore Cbpst, but the need for a Stock 
lL\c.bajlge only arose with the issue 
of securities, which began about the 
fifteenth or sixteenth' centuries, when 
monarch* of countries issued ccrtifi 
cates of debt' to merchants and oth- 
ers willing to lend money. These 
:onditions soon produced dealers in 
:crtificates, the forerunners of the 
modern stockbroker. Markets in 
which these securities could be 
■lought and sold • sprang up at na- 
tional centres, ' first in the streets 
and around the banks The London

One or two have 
held an organization meeting, but the majority have not. The 
importance of these societies and clubs cannot be overlooked. 

There are all kinds of clubs around the University, athletic, 
language, discussion, music, and social clubs. The suggestion of 
ft Glee Club is a good one, and would be an asset to many Univer- 
sity functions. It is to be hoped that all interest will not die out 
:in a club, the success of which is clearly demonstrated by other 
^Universities. Many of the larger Universities in the States count 
Acir Glee Club as one of the most important of their many clubs. 
iWith a diversity of interest such as this, there- is no reason why 
every man, no matter what faculty, should not find a club which 
appeals to his individual taste. 

• Membership in a club brings to the college man's attention 
thte. fact that the best part of his college life is not that for which 
he pays at the Bursar's office. It is these outside interests which 
Stimulate thought and make a rounder, fuller character. Of course 
you will always find suuic i.; \. l?om the desire to study is so 
deep-rooted that it is almost impossible ;.i persuade them to leave 
their books for an evening. They fail to realize that by spending 
an evening in letting their thoughts run in other channels they are 
■giving their mind recreation of the highest order, — making as- 
similation much easier on returning to their studies. 

' Systematic arrangement of study periods will enable many a 
man who is now "worked to death" to devote his time to the ac- 
tivities of one club at least. As a rule his time apparently is more 
or less taken up, but he uses it to such poor advantage that he needs 
it all to cover his allotted work. A- trial of the systematic method 
will reveal its merits. 

The man who becomes a member of too many clubs is even 
more to be criticised than he who avoids all. He is the banc of 
i^iidt^b executives. Mis interest is so divided that he supports no 
club whole-heartedly. He is ever ready to compare clubs to their 
. detriment and to offer criticism which is far from helpful. 

It is better to choose the middle course and join one or two 
clubs which appeal most strongly and support them to the best of 
one's ability. By so doing the student derives all the benefits pos- 
sible from the club activities and the executives would be encour- 
aged with the results obtained. 

. A well balanced method is to belong to one club in which you 
receive benefit, for instance, one in which good speakers are the 
main attraction ; and to one in which it is necessary to give out 
of what you have, such as a discussion group or a musical club. 

Last year every club and society, without exception, reported 
a good season's activities. Let this year be even more success- 
ful art! tttaHiVh a precedent that will be hard to errai.

In a recent letter in this column, the 
suggestion was put forward that a ses- 
sion of the Mock Parliament should be 
conducted before the close of our Fall 
term.

Stock Exchange, in its present form, 
came into existence in 1773, the 
Paris Bourse in 1788, and the New 
York Stock Exchange in 1817. The 
Montreal Stock Exchange was found-, 
ed in 1874. • 

But now, the associations thus 
formed were part of the national de- 
velopment o^ a business then grow- 
ing up' to large proportions through 
the application of the idea of issues 
of securities to provide capital for 
commercial enterprises as well as for 
government purposes. 

The whole structure of modern 
busnicss, with its tremendous growth 
in the past century, has been reared 
on the expansion of credit facilities 
made possible by the issue of securi- 
tis. 

The function pertormed by the 
Stock Exchange as a market is very 
important— that function is to stand 
as the agent of the negotiability of 
securities, and promises to pay with 
which the commercial prosperity of 
every country is closely bound up. 

The -speaker then went on to ex- 
plain the intricate organisation of the 
Stock Exchange, its governing body 
and the various rules of membership. 
He emphasized the necessity for abso- 
lute integrity in a stock broker— he 
must be a man of sound judgment if 
he is to succeed. A very high type 
of man is thus required, and Mr. Pet- 
erson made the point that a stock 
broker is essentially a public servant, 
and that his business is to supply a 
certain kind of demand for a consid- 
eration. The Montreal Stock Ex- 
change was the principal one dealt 
with. It has 70 members, whereas 
the New York Exchange has 1,100 
members, and the London Exchange 
4,000 members. The speaker then 
went on to show how the govern- 
ment uses measures to protect the 
puhlic, in the registration of shares 
and the severe regulations for brok- 
ers. 

The rest of the time was largely 
taken up in a very interesting techni- 
cal discussion of the. mode of. -pro- 
cedure followed on the floor of the 
Stock Exchange. The different kinds 
of stocks and bonds were explained, 
and also the listing of the stocks. 
The methods of trading were gone 
into in detail, the speaker explaining 
the plan of the floor at the Montreal 
Stock Exchange, also the functio'iis 
of floor brokers, clerks and messen- 
gers. Then the different kinds "of 
brokers, specialists, odd lots brokers, 
bond brokers, traders, etc. 

Following this the procedures- on 
the floor were outlined, attention be- 
ing paid to dealing between brokers 
and clients, and between the various 
brokers. During Mr. Peterson's talk 
many interesting questions were 
asked by the members, and he show- 
ed marked ability in handling these 
queries. 

After the discussion was over the 
programme for the year was discuss- 
ed at some length, and finally the 
following interesting programme was 
drawn up. The meeting adjourned 
about 10.30. 

Nov. 17 will be the date of the next 
meeting, which will be on the Pres- 
ent Political Situation, and will be 
handled by three men, Ballantyne, 
for the Conservatives, Jones for the 
Liberals, and Lefsond for the Farm- 
ers.
